[Utility model registration claim] 

[Claim 1] It is the case for disposable cameras where had the bag body which contains a disposable 
camera, and the piece of lock out formed successively by one side face of this bag body, and the free 
end of said piece of lock out was fixed to the other side faces of a bag body free [ engaging and 
releasing] by the field fastener, the aperture was formed in the location corresponding to the lens, 
shutter release, and film hoisting device of the disposable camera contained, the portable string was 
attached in said piece of lock out, and said bag body and the piece of lock' out were formed with the 
elasticity synthetic-resin sheet.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed explanation of a design] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] 

This design is related with the case of a disposable camera. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] 

a disposable camera spreads in recent years and it has come to be alike of a wing of a photograph 
boom 

This disposable camera covers with pasteboard the outside of casing made from plastics which 
contained the film, and attaches a lens and a shutter in said casing. And the portable string is not 
attached. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Device] 

Since the outside of the above-mentioned disposable camera is pasteboard, it is weak in water. And 
by the film manufacturer, when pasteboard is removed, in order not to guarantee quality, in the 
photography in the time of rainy weather, a skiing area, etc., it must consider so that outside 
pasteboard may be damp and it may not damage. 

Moreover, since the portable string was not attached, it could not lower to a hand, and could not 

carry but was inconvenient. 

[0004] 

Although the waterproof case for using a disposable camera for underwater photography is proposed 
as a case of a disposable camera, the simple case for photography does not usually exist. Moreover, if 
it is going to attach a portable string in the case of a disposable camera, the structure of a box will 
become complicated and cost will go up. 

Then, this design makes it a technical problem to enable it to improve the water resisting property of 
a disposable camera and to enable it to use a portable string in addition, and to take a photograph by 
the same simplicity as the condition that there is no case. 

In addition, although the gestalt of versatility [ case / for cameras ] is proposed conventionally, it is 
the structure in which a lens is exposed where that by which the camera itself is attached and the 
portable string attached the portable string in the case did not exist and covering is removed, and 
what prepared the aperture corresponding to the lens does not exist. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

The case for disposable cameras of this design forms the pieces of lock out successively on one side 
face of the bag body which contains a disposable camera, and enables it to fix the free end of this 
piece of lock out to it free [ engaging and releasing ] with a field fastener on the other side faces of a 
bag body. And an aperture is formed in the location corresponding to the lens, shutter release, and 
film hoisting device of the disposable camera contained, and a portable string is attached and 
constituted in said piece of lock out. In addition, let said bag body and the material of piece ** of lock 
out be elasticity synthetic-resin sheets. 
[0006] 

For said bag body, 1 side is ** size at **** also in the magnitude which can contain the whole 
disposable camera, the case where the 1 side of a disposable camera sees from a bag body, and 
comes out — the **** — ****** — the piece of lock out — a wrap — it is made like. 
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Moreover, if the material is transparent, it is not necessary to prepare the aperture corresponding to 

a finder but, and when a material is not transparent, the aperture corresponding to a finder is also 

prepared. Furthermore, if the disposable camera which it is going to contain is with a flash plate, the 

aperture corresponding to a flash plate will also be prepared. 

[0007] 

[Function] 

Since the case of this design is a product made from a synthetic-resin sheet, it is excellent in the 
water resisting property. Therefore, if this case is used, **** of the pasteboard of the casing outside 
of a disposable camera will be prevented also for the time of rainy weather, or a skiing area. And since 
the portable string is attached, if it contains in this case, carrying of a disposable camera will be 
convenient and, moreover, will not influence the cost of a disposable camera. Moreover, since the 
aperture corresponding to a lens or a shutter release is formed in this case, a photograph can be 
taken contained in a case and the simple nature of the photography in the conventional disposable 
camera is not spoiled. 
And this case can be used repeatedly. 
[0008] 

[The gestalt of implementation of a design] 

In drawing, the pieces 3 of lock out are formed successively on one sjde face of the bag body 2 which 
contains a disposable camera 1, and the field fastener 4 is attached in the free end of the piece 3 of 
lock out, and the end section of the bag body 2 corresponding to this free end. 
In said bag body 2, the finder aperture 5 is formed in the location corresponding to a finder at the 
rear-face side of a disposable camera 1 . The counter aperture 6 is formed in the location 
corresponding to the number counter of film ** at the top-face side of a disposable camera. To the 
transverse-plane side of a disposable camera 1 Corresponding to the flash plate switch, the switch 
aperture 10 is formed for the lens aperture 9 in the location corresponding to a flash plate in the 
finder aperture 7 in the location corresponding to a finder at the location corresponding to a lens in 
the flash plate aperture 8, respectively. 

The end face side upper part of said piece 3 of lock out is lacked corresponding to the film hoisting 
device of a disposable camera, and this lacked part serves as the film winding aperture 1 1. Moreover, 
where a field fastener is closed, the upper part carries out opening of said piece 3 of lock out, and 
upper part opening serves as the shutter aperture 12 corresponding to a shutter release. And the 
portable string 1 3 is attached in said piece 3 of lock out. 
[0009] 

The case for disposable cameras constituted as mentioned above is formed with synthetic-resin 
sheets, such as vinyl chloride. 

An expansion condition like drawing 3 is formed and the edge of a side attachment wall 14 and a 

bottom wall 15 is joined to the opposite edge by heat joining. 

[0010] 

Although the finder apertures 5 and 7 were formed in the above-mentioned operation gestalt, when a 

transparence material is used, it is not necessary to prepare a finder aperture. Moreover, when using 

it for a disposable camera without a flash plate, the flash plate aperture 8 is unnecessary. 

In the above-mentioned operation gestalt, although the film winding aperture 1 1 was formed in the 

piece 3 of lock out, the film winding aperture 1 1 may be formed in a bag body 2 as magnitude in which 

the whole disposable camera 1 can contain a bag body 2. 

[0011] 

The case of the above-mentioned operation gestalt contains a disposable camera 1 to a bag body 2, 
and the piece 3 of lock out is fixed and used for it with the field fastener 4. 

Since the external surface of a disposable camera 1 is mostly covered in a case at this time, even if it 
uses it in rain or snow, a disposable camera 1 cannot be damp easily, there is no possibility of 
damaging the pasteboard of the disposable camera outside in rainy weather photography or 
photography in the snow, and convenience improves. 

Since the portable string 1 3 is attached in the piece 3 of lock out, it can have string 13, or a string 1 3 
can be fastened to clothes or another load, a disposable camera can be carried, and the convenience 
on carrying improves. And since it attached in the piece 3 of lock out, even if the field fastener 4 
should separate and the piece 3 of lock out should be opened wide, since the disposable camera 1 is 
held in the bag body 2, a string 1 3 does not have a case to extraction 

Since apertures, such as the lens aperture 9 and the shutter aperture 1 2, are prepared in the case, a 
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photograph can be taken without case removal ******, and can be taken it is the same with the case 

where a case is not used, and simple. 

[0012] 

[Effect of the Device] 

Since according to this design the fitness to photography in rain or snow improves since most 
external surface of a disposable camera is covered, a portable string can be used, without attaching a 
string to the disposable camera itself since the string is attached to the case and the lens aperture 
etc. is prepared in the case, a photograph can be taken with a case attached. 
And since it is durable, this case can be used repeatedly.
